Report of the Superintending School Committee of 
Pembroke. 


Your Committee would respectfully submit the following report. 
They have felt a deep interest in the welfare of the schools during the 
year, and have conscientiously endeavored to discharge the duties of 
their office, which are often far from being easy or pleasant. In the 
review of the year they discover much that might have been better 
done ; and some things which they would gladly change. 

In their examination of teachers, they find that more attention has 
often been paid to the more advanced studies, not allowed in our 
common schools, than to the elementary branches which are indispen- 
sable to a successful teacher. Teachers, who wish to be approved 
and succeed, must give closer attention to-the elements of knowledge. 

Your Committee would advise the committee of each district to obtain 
their teachers so early in the season, that there may be a public ex- 
amination of the whole on an appointed day, at which the Prudential 
Committees and parents may be present. This would secure a better 
class of teachers, and would assist the Committees in the performance 
of their arduous duties. We would urge upon parents the duty of 
frequently visiting their schools. In some of the districts, as you 
may notice in the table, not a solitary visit has heen made by a parent. 
Good teachers will be grateful for such attention, and poor teachers 
will be stimulated to greater effort to make their schools respectable. 

It is sometimes the case that teachers engaged, are tco young to 
command the respect of scholars, and without respect good discipline 
cannot be established and maintained. 

Teachers and parents frequently introduce new school beoks with- 
out the advice or consent of the Committee, by which two or three 
classes must be formed, when only one is necessary. The great variety of 
text books is a great. damage -to our schools. And the Committee 
find great difficulty in procuring a uniformity by opposition made on 
account of expense. This is a matter of great importance to the wel- 
fare of the schools. | 

Your Committee are decidedly of the opinion, that it isfor the ad- 
vantage of the smaller districts to secure the services of good, thor- 
ough, efficient female teachers for the winter scheols, rather than ordi- 
nary and very young male teachers. They can be had at less cost 
and will keep a much more profitable school. ' — 


> 
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Our schools are short varying from two to five months, including 
winter and summer schools. 

In examining the Report of the Board of Education, we find that 
twenty towns in Merrimack County and one-hundred and fifty-seven 
towns in the State raise more money per scholar than Pembroke, 
ranging from one cent to $3,65 more per scholar. There was raised 
in this town the past year $1,43° per scholar. Only three towns in 
the county raise less, Andover, Bow and Wilmot. Might not a 
larger capital be invested with profit in the education of our youth?

DISTRICT NO. 1. 


We congratulate this district on the acquisition of a beautiful, com- 
modious and well arranged school-house ; a model for the town. As 
the school-house was in building during the summer, no summer 
school could be had. 

The Winter School, under Mr. Gile, made good improvement in 
all the branches taught. Commendable attention was paid to decla- 
mation ; not enough to composition. There might have been im- 
provement in the efficiency of strict discipline and in a greater degree 
of respect for teacher and visitors. 
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NUMBER 2 


The Summer School, kept two weeks by Miss Carr, and relin- 
quished on account of ill-health, was completed by Miss Gault, who 
carried out the good beginning with zeal, and made it an excellent 
school. At the close, the school was orderly and the progress good. 

The Winter School, by Mr. Tewksbury, from a misunderstanding, 
was not visited at the close ; but from former visits, we received the 
impression, that the teacher was deeply interested in his work, though 
there might be some defect in strictness of discipline. 


NUMBER 3. 


In the Summer School, Miss Cochran gave evidence of commenda- 
ble patience and perseverance in the labors of the school-room. In 
regard to order and progress the school appeared well. A little more 
enthusiasm and vivacity would have placed the school in the first rank. 

The Winter School was conducted by Mr. Fisk with like success. 
The Committee were pleased with several compositions by the 
young ladies. 

NUMBER 4. 


The Summer School by Miss Flint exhibited excellent order and a 
healthful degree of enthusiasm. A deep interest was manifested 
through the school, and corresponding progress. Compositions and 
declamations by the scholars were satisfactory. 

The Winter School, by the same, exhibited a good degree of inter- 
est, though there was a little falling off in order, which might be ac- 
counted for in part from the great number of large scholars. The 
younger classes exhibited good improvement. The teacher did not 
spare her efforts to make the school profitable. We would urge upon 
the attention of this district the imperative need of a more comforta- 
ble schoolroom. We trust they will follow the commendable example 
of two or three other districts during the past year. 


NUMBER 5. 


The school-house in this district also greatly needs a renewal to 
make it comfortable. 

The Summer School, by Mrs. Robinson, made good improvement 
in the primary studies and met with the approval of the Committee. 
We were pleased with the attention paid to composition. 

The Winter School, by Miss Gordon, evinced iste ac and eom- 
mendable progress especially among the younger classe 
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NUMBER 6 


The school-house in this district has been remodeled and enlarged 
and is now very comfortable. Miss Wils6n, who taught the summer 
school, established excellent order. But many of the larger scholars 
left before the close of the school. And the hopes, the Committee 
indulged at the opening of the school, were not fully realized at 
the close. 

The Winter School, kept by Mr. Kilborn, was orderly and respec- 
table; but a little enthusiasm in teacher and scholars, would have 
added much to the progress. We regretted that the teacher should 
have introduced a new grammar without consulting the Committee. 


| NUMBER 7 

The schocl-house in this district is reported as ‘‘ emphatically bad. 
The only good thing about it being the lock on the front door.” 

There was no Summer School. Mr. Haselton commenced the 
Winter School under favorable auspices. Scholars appeared orderly 
and attentive. And the school was successful until interrupted by 
the sickness of many of the scholars. On this account, the schoo} 
closed suddenly and was not visited at the close. 3 


NUMBER 8. 

During the Fall this district erected a new and commodious house, 
having two good school-rooms under one roof. ‘Two schools were 
in operation during the Summer. 

The one under Miss Osgood, comprising the younger class, oceupy- 
ing the school-house, -was orderly and manifested a good degree of 
interest and progress in the elements of knowledge. 

The other school, taught by Miss Eastman, was not so successful, 
though it labored under great embarrassment from the unsuitableness 
and inconvenience of the school-rooms which it successively occupied. 

The two Winter Schools are yet in progress. The primary division 
under Miss Osgood opened under favorable auspices, though eighty 
children under twelve years of age, cannot be governed or interested 
without great labor and patient perseverance. ° 

The higher division, under Mr. Lane, opened well. But the m- 
subordination and ill-manners of a few of the boys, so affected the 
health of the teacher, that he felt it necessary to leave the school after 
four weeks continuance. It has been resumed however, under the 
instruction of Mr, Martin...
